EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowahle Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Reason for Allowance 

4. With respect to claims 1-21 the prior art does not fairly teach the limitation of an optical 
receiver comprising a photosensitive device and a plurality of series connected amplifier stages 
coupled to the photosensitive device wherein the first amplifier stage includes an amplifier 
series-connected to an attenuator and the second amplifier stage includes a second amplifier, 
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second attenuator and a switch coupling either the one of the second amplifier or second 
attenuator between the first amplifier stage and an output terminal of the optical receiver wherein 
each switch includes two elements, each element including two current handling diodes 
respectively connected to the second amplifier and second attenuator, two diodes connected 
between the common terminal and the two current handling terminals and a control device 
connected to the control terminal of the switch element having an output connected to one of the 
diodes and in combination with all other limitations disclosed in independent claims 1 and 12.
